On August 16, 1963, MRS. MARTENS was committed to 
Charity Hospital Mental Ward. Later MRS. MARTENS was trans- 
ferred to Mandeville Mental Hospital. 

MRS. MARTENS was committed by the court order of 
Judge Howard Taylor ( 525 - 1270 ) . The doctor who diagnosed 
MRS. MARTENS was DR. W. C. SUPER of Charity Hospital. {See 
attachment for Dr, Supers' notes on the commitment papers.) 

After reading the complete history of the MARTENS 
case (Court orders, commitment papers, etc.), I found that 
MRS. MARTENS was committed by her son LAYTON MARTENS. Some 
of the psychiatric observations seem to be hearsay on the 
part Of LAYTON MARTENS . The attachment gives part of DR. 
SUPER’S diagnosis as 11 son said 111 and " (son) says 11 . Doctor's 
notes continue to describe MRS. MARTENS as withdrawn and 
suspicious with delusions of persecution. The record shows 
that MRS. MARTENS was released from Mandeville on 29 November 
1965.

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_ At about midnight on November 24, 1963 , Officers 
R * Comstock, L . Ivon, C, Jonau, C, Neidermier and F, Williams, 
mot Assistant District Attorney, Frank Klein, in the office 
of the District Attorney At that time Mr, Klein began an 
investigation as to the possibility of David Ferrie being 
involved in the assasination of President John F * Kennedy, 
which had occurred in Dallas, Texas, on November 22, 1963 by 
the hands of Lee Harvey Oswald- Information had been brought 
to the attention of Mr, Klein that David Ferric and Lee Harvey 
Oswald had been friends and associates in the past. 
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With this information at about shortly after midnight 
these officers went to 3330 Louisiana Avenue Parkway, knocked 
on the door and same was opened by a subject who identified 
himself as Alvin Beaubouef. The officers requested the present 
whereabouts of David Ferrie and Beaubouef said he did not know. 
It was obvious that he was trying to conceal the facts. He was 
placed under arrest and the officers went up to the second 
story apartment where they found Layton Martens seated in a 
chair. This subject was questioned and he stated that he was 
presently living with Ferrie. However, he did not know the 
present whereabouts of Ferrie. Martens too was placed under 
arrest and the officers instituted a search. In this residence 
was found a Smith & Wesson 38 cal. 5 inch barrel.1 6 shot 
revolver, butt No. 85392, cylinder No. 96585? a holster for 
this revolver? a 22 cal; Hamilton rifle; a large bore, English

Army type rifle. Serial No. 7/47AB5633; a bayonet having a 
holster; a flare gun: and a large quantity of ammunition. 
Martens denied the ownership of these items stating they be- 
longed to Ferris. 

Martens and Beaubouef were conveyed to the district 
police station and a continuous stakeout was placed on 3330 
Louisiana Avenue Parkway. Numerous locations in the city were 
cheeked in an attempt to locate Eerrie. All were negative. 

At about 4:30 p.M^ on this date of 11/25/63, David Ferrie 
appeared in the office of the District Attorney with his 
attorney, Mr. G. Wray Gill. At this time he was questioned by 
Mr, Klein and officer Comstock. Ho was allowed to see a photo- 
graph of Lee Harvey Oswald and he denied ever_ ^eeA nq thig man_ 
before- He related a story of having left New Orleans at about 
g-00 P.M., Friday, November 22, 1963, going to Houston, Texas 
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and the following day going on to Galveston t Texas, and return- 
ing to Wow Orleans at about 1:00 A.M. on 11/25/63 - 

Ferrie was placed under arrest after his interview 
and boohed in the First District Police Station as stated above. 

Col. Garrison of the Department of Public Safety, 

Texas Rangers, was contacted by telephone by Mr.- Klein and the

details surrounding the arrest of Ferrie were given to him. 

His office conducted a preliminary investigation; however, they 
were unable to implicate this subject in the assasination of 
President Kennedy. On 11/26/63 Captain Priest of the Houston 
Police Department Detective Bureau was contacted by telephone 
and ashed to verify the movements which Ferrie described 
relative to him being in the State of Texas. After several 
hours Captain Priest notified this office the results of his 
investigation which corroborated the story related by Ferrie 



in that Ferris arrived in Houston on 11/2 3/63 and made. a vie 4*- 
to a skating rink owned by an individual named Roland- Captain 
Priest was also able to corroborate Ferris's story as to him 
being in Galveston, Texas the following day* 

The officers have been unable to uncover any 
evidence which would link Ferrie to the assasination of Pre- 
sident Kennedy, 

All of the above described items seised from the home 
of Ferrie were returned to him after they had been photographed 
and serial numbers taken wherever possible*

Subject Mar ten .-3 continued to tell us that the subject "Butch Marsh" 
mentioned in the appended documents, who introduced him to Perry 
Ku , is now employed as a New Orleans Police Officer* He says 
that this man has helped him remember several things, and that he 
(Marsh) most likely knows a lot himself ,, .Perhaps, he says. Marsh may 
know more than he cares to admit, nr that he will admit. He thinks 
this, inasmuch as, he (Martens) was away to school so much during 
that period; Marsh was far more in the "know" with Ferric, than he 
(Martens) was at the time* 

Martens seems very sincere about, and in regard, to our latest talks, 
to the extent that he actually realizes his juvenile-naivete at this 
period of his life* He knows now, that both Ferrie and Arcaebu "used 11 
him for these reasons. For his "youth", and Tor nothing else. He has 
mentioned several times about how they (Areaoha and Perris) seemed io 
decide factors or business policies in secret, and 1 hen come to him 
3 ayi ng , 11 Ife 1 ve d ec i d ed to do.**..... 11 , directing him to then go and 
implement such-n-such a procedure, et cetera, wi < ho u * question. .So 
doing, he has said, "J just followed orders, event hough* 1 v.--- allegedly 
supposed to be running things". ** That is the F.R.D* , et cetera. 

Martens also reported to us that the " sec rel ary " we mentioned to you 
Tuesday afternoon called him that very evening after our conversation 
about the matter* He's all worked-up over this contact.

Pursuant to i ns t met ions we interviewed subject -lit- quest ion within 
our home on the evening of Wednesday, 3rd April, 1968, at about 
3:00 PM. At this time, the aforementioned subject read, signed 
and g-ave us the enclosed instruments attached hereto marked as 
Exhibits I, and II* The first of these is entitled 11 refer end tun ^ 

Subject, Martens, further avers that he vaguely recalls several 
rifles owned by David William Ferrie back in 19S1, Accordingly, 
these were of about WWI vintage, and were about 4 or 6 in number. 

As he remembers, they were of Springfield, Enfield, and perhaps of 
Carcarmo manufacture* 

He said that when "T saw Oswald's rifle on television, I remembered 
Ferrie had *?rtc like it", or words to this effect and meaning. He 
also mentioned that the "makes" of these rifles could be proven by 
the August fDbl arrest records of Ferric * lie meant, be said, the 
arrest on Atherton Drive in Jefferson Parish conducted by Sheriffs 
Deputies, and New Orleans Police Detectives Ho laud Fournier and 
Charges Jon an.
